OSTON, Dec. 10.—The Boston Mer- 
chants’ Association met in the Ven- 
dome Hotel this evening in celebra- 

tion of its twenty-fifth anniversary, 

and was entertained by four men of 
national reputation, who made spirited 
addresses, chiefly on political lines. 

Postmaster-General Smith spoke on 

reciprocity, Mr. Takahira, the Japanése 

Minister, upon the subject of commer- 

cial relations; Senator M. A. Hanna on 

the Subsidy Bill, and Henry Watterson 
of Kentucky on “Kenttcky and Mas- 
sachusetts.” 

Postmaster-General Smith in his ad- 
dress said: 

“Reciprocity is the corollary of pro- 
tection. It is not a departure, but a 
development. Reciprocity does not 
mean a sacrifice of one industry in or- 
der to help another.” 

Col. Watterson of Kentucky was 
greeted with three cheers. He said, in 


part: 

“I have lived to see—and I do not 
deny 
credit, my contention being that it was 
bound te come and might have een 
had, chéaper—I have lived to see the 
American manufacturer able to meet 
his foreign rival in every neutral mar- 
ket in Christendom, sure at least of 


“And this leads me to ask, if all of 
us are to turn free traders, where is 


the revenue needful to support the 


government — economically adminis- 
tered, mind you, economically adminis- 
tered!—to come from? We are barred 
direct taxation. Henry George being 
dead, and Tom Johnson alone surviv- 
ing, Massachusetts, the bell-weather of 
innovation, will have to wrestle with 
the single-tax problem even as long as 
she wrestied with the problem of aboll- 
tion; and, meanwhile, somehow, the 
government must live Is it possible 
that, being a conservative philosopher 
and a responsible journalist, I must = 
back upon my own progeny, cross 

own footprints and become the * 
pion of a revenue tariff with ‘inciden- 
tal protection’ enough to supply our 
poor President and his advisers, and 
our poor Congress and other of our im- 
pecunious employés out of the poor- 
house? 

Shall there be another scandal about 
another liaison between Massachusetts 
and Kentucky, another league between 
the Puritan and the blackleg, 


as a consequence of our forgathering 
here tonight? Can it be that it was 
for this you would lure the star-eyed 
one away from the cold pedestal, 
whereon, like Niobe, she stands, all 
tears, to these gilded halis and festive 
scenes? I was warned before I left 
home that ‘those Yankees are mighty 

cute.“ and I am afraid that, when I 
get back, the wise ones will shake their 
heads and wonder what kind of walk 
ing it was between Boston Common 
and the headwaters of the Bear grass! 

Continuing, he said: 

We live in untoward times. We 
have witnessed wondrous things. With 
the passing away of the old problems, 
new problems confront us. Modern in- 
vention has amashed the clock and 
pitched the geography into the sea. The 
map of the world, so completiey altered 
that it really begins to look like the 
Fourth of July, lends itself as a tele- 
scope to the point of view.. Concen- 
tration is becoming the universal de- 
mand, the survival of the fittest, the 
prevailing law. The idiosyncrary of the 
nineteenth century was liberty. ‘The 
idiosyncrasy of the twentieth century 
is markets. Be it ours to look to it 
that we steer between the two extremes 
of commercialism and anarchism, for 
if we have not come to the heritage, 
which God and nature and the provi- 
dence of our fathers stored up for us, 
to employ it in good works, we had 
better not come to it at all. 

“Thoughtful Americans, true to the 
instincts of their manhood and their 
racehood, answering the promptings of 
an ever-watchful patriotism: carrying 
in their hearts the principles of that 
inspired declaration to which their 
country owes its being as one among 
the nations of the earth; in 
their minds the limitations of that 
matchiess Constitution to which their 
government owes that we are as a rule 
nearest to being in error when we are 
almost positive and emphatic; that 
grievous injustice and injury are per 
petrated by the misrepr and 
abuse which are so freely visited upon 
public men for no other cause, or of- 
fense, than a difference of opinion: and 
that intolerance, the devil's hand- 
maiden, in our private relations, em- 
braces the sum of all viciousness in the 
affairs of church and state. 

“Among men of sense and judgment, 
of heart and conscience, the subjects 
of real difference must needs be few

face the perfis of the deadly roof tree 
at home. You have been told that 
justice cannot be had in our courts of 
law. You have been told that, because 
we have some surviving prejudice 
against bringing the black man and 
bother into the bosom of or families, 
we are his enemies and would take un- 
fair advantage of his ignorance and 
poverty. None of these things are true. 


There is an equal quantum of human 
nature in Kentucky and in Massachu- 
setts. There are as many church bells 
in the Blue Grass country as in the 
Bay State country, and they send 
the same sweet notes to heaven and 
sound exactly alike.” 

Col Watterson said: 

“IT believe that the American Union 
came among the nations even as the 
Christ came among the sons of men. I 
believe that constitutional freedom ac- 
cording to the charter of American lib- 
erty is to government what Christian- 
ity ie to religion; and, se believing, I 
would apply the principles and prece- 
dents of charter to the adminis- 
tration of t affairs of the outlying 
regions and peoples come to us a6 a 
consequence of the war with Spain 
precisely as they were applied to the 
Territories purchased of France and 
acquired of Mexico; not merely guaran- 
teeing to them the same uniformity of 
laws which the Constitution ordains in 
the States of the Union, but rearing 
among them kindred institutiona, es- 
sential not less to our safety and dig- 
nity than to their prosperity and hap- 
piness. Entertaining no doubt that 
this view will prevail in the final dis- 
position, my optimisin is as unquench- 
able as my Republicanism; and both

WAYS AND MEANS COMMITTEE. 
PHILIPPINE TARIFF LAWS. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A u! 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The Re- 
publican members of the Ways and 
Means Committee today agreed on a 
Philippine measure, and later the en- 
tire membership of the committee, 
Democrats and Republicans, was called 
together for the first time.

Insect Eaters are Shot by the Whole- 
gale Under the Belief That They Eat 


{Chicago Tribune: ] Ornithologists 
are becoming alarmed at the continual 
slaughter of songsters and other birds 
in the South, and especially in the Guif 
States. Birds which go South for the 
winter In great flocks are preyed upon 
by thousands of hunters and trappers, 
who kill or catch them for the market 
indiscriminately. 


are so pérsistently hunted taat their 
numbers are fast becoming less, and 
those that survive are becoming more 
and more shy. Birds which are natives 
of the South, such as mocking 
egrets, “yveca,” red bi tanagers, 
goldfinches, bluebirds, nonpareils, and 
scores of others, are being killed off 
even faster. A concerted move is de- 
manded to com the State authori- 
ties to take act to prevent the ex- 
termination of many species. 

That the killing of these birds is in 
no way discountenanced even in towns 
and cities is evidenced by an account 
brought back by Chicagoans who have 
made the matter a study. One of these, 
John Swain, writes back from New 
Orleans to friends in this city that 
he has seen birds sla tered 
boys in a way that would not be tol- 
erated in this vicinity. 

SHOOT MOCKING BIRDS FOR FOOD. 

It is difficult for a northerner who 
never has been South,” he writes, “to 
the 
woods of Mississippi and Louisiana in 
the winter months, where the trappers 
have not yet gone. In these dense, 
almost impenetrable, forests are to be 
found not only the birds which we love 
in the North in summer, but the mock- 
ing * red birds, nonpareils, and a 


of tanagers, and -colored 
red, yellow, and blue birds that are 
called indiscriminately by the na- 


tives . Along the Mississippi 
River, I ve seen in a little thicket 
between the edge of the bank and the

They have head- 
quarters in a bayou some distance 
away where they have a shanty boat. 
They come down to New Orleans in 
parties to market the catch Mocking 
birds are common here, also red birds 
and tanagers and a kind of bird I do 
not know, but which is called ‘nonpa- 
reil’ or ‘pop.’ 

“The men take double cages, in one 
side of which is a tame mocking bird, 
and ha them in the woods. The 
empty side of the cage is open. The 
mocking bird sings and the wild birds 
gather about it and enter the open 
part of the cage, and the door is at 
once released and springs shut. The 
trapper then takes the captured bird 
out of the trap and puts him in a small 
cage with caught in the same

The special committee han- 
ing charge of the exclusion ma‘ttcr waz 
unanimous in favorably reporting the 
Chinese section of the resoluricn, but 
was divided in regard to the Jap- 
anere. The Pacific Coast delegates ied 
the discussion on Chinese er lusion. 
Prt were divided when it came to ex- 
cluding other orientals. The burden of 
the remarks of those opposed <> the 
Japanese resolution was that Chinese 
immigration was the greater veil of the 
tun, and that to insist upon some re- 
tete law to prevent a Japanese 
invasion may endanger the passage 
by Congress of the Chinese act. 

The ticket-scalping debate was a 
lively affair.

VOLUMINOUS RESOLUTIONS. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A M.) 
SCRANTON, Dec. 10.—The first bus- 
iness to come before tne convention of 
the American Federation of Labor this 
morning was the introduction of addi- 
tional resolutions. Unanimous consent 
was necessary, and First Vier Pres- 
ident Duncan of Boston protested 
against taking up the time of the dele- 
gates by the presentation of resolu- 
tions at this time, when they could 
easily have been presented last Sat- 
urday. when the constitutional limit 
expired. The resolutions dealt with 
the plano-makers’ label, several boy- 
cotts and the agreement between the 
piano-makers and the wood-workers 
regarding their trade jurisdiction. 
The committee having cha of the 
secretary's report that 
the suggestions made in that report be 
accepted, with the except of that re- 
ferring to the per capita tax of na- 
tional and international untons. The 
committee recommends that the tax be 
increased from one-third to one-half 
per cent. per month. The recommenda- 
tions were ed. 
The Committee on Resolutions then 
presented a voluminous report. Among 
the resolutions di one asking all 
unions to give the status of the juris- 
dictions over which they claim to exer- 
cise authority. This — up the 
uestion of autonomy, and First Vice- 
President Duncan made the important 
announcement that he will ask for the 
appointment of a special committee to 
consider the whole question of au- 
This had the effect of killing 
the resolution, there being no - 
tion to the motion to adopt the recom- 
mendation of the committee.
